Heaven awaits us if we please 
God. Hell awaits those who do 
not. Wedo not have to make a 
way to reach either piace. 
“There is a way.’’ God com- 
mands us to walk in His way. 


Many mysterious things are in 
and along the way. God does 
not offer to explain all, we do 
not walk by sight, but by faith. 
He says, ‘*‘Be born again,” ‘‘Be 
ye holy,” and “Be filled with 
the Spirit.”” What does it all 
mean? We do not know, but we 
undertake to obey Him any way, 
and He who does understand 
carries us through.

Joel had said, ‘‘God will pour 
out His Spirit.” John Baptist 
had said, ‘‘He shall baptize with 
the Holy Ghost and fire.”’ Jesus 
said, “I will send you another 
Comforter, even the Spirit of 


But 


truth.’’ It came to pass fully 
upon all the disciples. They 
were filled, powerfully. They 


spake with other tongues as the 
Spirit gave utterance. lthad been 
said ‘*They shall speak with new 
tongues.”? No doubt about it. 
Pure clean people, they were, 
and this was a gift from heaven. 
Cornelius and his household did 
the same thing, as also the 
brethren at Ephesus and Corinth 
and there are thousands upon 
thousands today who have had 
a like blessing. 

Why speak in tongues? For 
the very same reason they did 
at Pentecost and everywhere 
else. Jesus said believers ‘‘shall 
speak.”? Saint Paul said they 
are ‘‘for a sign.’’? He also said 
they edify. And if interpreted, 
are equal to prophecy. See 1 
Cor. 14:5. Paul did not forbid 
to speak in tongues, but said 
‘‘Pray that ye may interpret.’’ 
If he had stopped them from 
speaking, as some would do to- 
day, there would be no use for 
that command. Jesus said when 
the Spirit is given ‘He shall 
testify of me.’’? See John 15 <26. 
So He spake when He came into 
the individual heart and life 
which is His temple. Some say 
the life and testimony they give 
to the world is His testimony. 
Then please tell us where is your 
testimony, if that be true. 

Some say when God saved 
them they spoke with a new 
tongue. But at Pentecost, Oor- 
nelius’ household and Ephesus, 
they spake with other tongues, 
meaning languages. If this, were 
not the case, why pray for in- 
terpretation? 

‘‘Tongues shall cease,’’ some 
one says. Yes, ‘prophecies fail,”’ 
“tongues cease’’and ‘‘knowledge 
vanishes away,’’ but I should 
hope your knowledge and pro- 
phecy has not yet gone, they will 
all remain until the career of the 
church on earth is finished, but 
all are needed until that time. 


“Do all speak with tongues?”’ 
‘‘And are all apostles, prophets, 
teachers, or workers of miracles? 
Have all the gifts of healing? 
“But covet earnestly the best 
gifts.” The apostle is speaking 
of Gifts. A gift is in the con- 
trol of the one possessing it. 
Hence regulation for the use of 
the ‘gifts was necessary. But 
when, the Spirit was received 
they spoke with ‘“‘tongues as the 
Spirit gave them utterance,’’ the 
Spirit will regulate this. But if 
this wete not true, and the 
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PERRY. 


speaking in tongues were a gift 
possessed only by a few, and one 
of the least at that, why should 
not the advocates of this theory 
have at least a few examples 
in their midst? We do not con- 
tend that all who have the 
Holy Ghost, possess the gift of 
tongues, but when the Holy) 
Ghost comes in as at Pentecost, 
He will give the manifestation 
of tongues. 

Some say that Satan counter- | 
feits the speaking in tongues. I 
do not deny this, for he counter- 
feits every teaching of Jesus 
Christ, and even counterfeits the 
Ohrist Himself in the anti-christ 
who is to come. 

The greatest satisfaction in the 
Ohristian life must come from the 
greatest conforiaity to the New 
Testament precept and example. 
Therefore those who have re- 
ceived the Spirit and spoken 
in other tougues must have a 
degree of satisfaction
